SUBJECT: Flying Diss Found in Shreveport, Louisiana 
7 July 1947 


SUMMARY OF INFORMATION: 
Tais office reasived a report at 2100, 7 July 1547, that a flying 

diso had been located in thesi losk ot 

Louisiana, and immediately initiated an investization whi 

following information: 
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port, Louisiana, stated in an intervisw on 7 July 1947 that 
at 1805, 7 July 1947, ha had heard the disc whirling through 
the air and had looked up in time to ses it when it was approxi- 
matelytwo hundred feet in the air and coming over a sizn board 
adjacent to the used car lot where he was standing. ee 
stated that smoke and fire wers coming from the diso and that 
it was traveling at a high rate of speed and that it fell into 
the street in his immediate vicinity. «Bn firther stated 
that he had retrieved the diso from the street and immediately 
notified Army Officials at Barksdale Field. (C-4) 


2. Examination of the disc disclosed that it had been 
made from a round pisos of sither Alclad or Pureolad, Speoifi- 
cation AN-A-15T aluminum, .064 inches in thickness. In the 
center o? the disc was an ordinary starter from a flourescent 
light which was fastened on by means of a Parksr-Kalon self- 
tapping sorew. Located on each side at approximately one inch 
from the edgs of the diso was a condenser of an unknown type 
which was held in place by an aluminum strap which was 
fastened to the disc by two brazisr head aluminum rivets, 
Specification AN-456-D6. Two strands of coiled copper wirs 
connected the condensers to the starter in the center of the 
disc. The condensers and the portion of the diso adjacent to 
the top of the condensers appeared to be covered mithaoot. (4-1) 
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Ba, manufacturers of electric fans, 
whose business address is WMR  Soreveoort, Louisiana, 
stated in an interview that he had made the diso in order to play 
a joks on his toss and that the starter had beantaken trom a 
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flourescent light and the two condensers from electric: “ara, 
amm further stated that he had used an acetylena torch to 
put soot on the edges of the diso to create the imrression 
that the diso had been whirling at a hich rate of speed. Gur 
stated that he had climbed to the top of the building at WW 
and that he had sailed the diso in front of his 
boss's car, but that his boss had failed to notice the dise 
and drove away. WER further stated that some man (presumably 
Barston) saw the disc fall into the street and picked it up. 
«P further stated that he did not retrieve the diso or tel 
the man who picked it up what it was, as he vas of the opinion 
that anyone who examined the diso could readily tell that it 
was not dangerous, and that it was the work of a practical 
joker. QR stated that it definitely vas not intended to 
cause the excitement that it had caused, (0-2) 


Investigation was discontinued immediately upon uncovering enough 
evidence to reasonably assure this office that the diss inoident wes only 
a practical joke and no further investigation is contemplated, 
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
